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Claims 11-15 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 1 is a 
composition claim. Claim 1 1 is a method claim which does not further limit the 
"composition" of independent claim 1 and therefore is in improper form. Claims 12 and 
13 are likewise rejected. Claim 1 1 is a method claim and dependent claim 14 does not 
further limit the "method". Likewise claim 15 does not further limit the "method" of claim 
11. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 



(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Dimitrakopoulos '551, (D). 

D '551 teaches an organic semiconductor thin film dielectric layer comprising a 
Ba(ZrTi)0 film formed with barium and zirconium butoxyethoxide solutions dissolved in 
butoxyethanol solvent, spun onto a substrate and cured at 400 degrees. See example 
6, for example. Applicants claims 1-15 are anticipated. Note also that the 
butoxyethoxide compounds were formed in the presence of alkaline metal catalyst, 
(column 4). The various compounds and methods claimed are anticipated or obvious 
over the teachings and suggestions of D '551. 

Claims 1 and 4-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Ogi '634. 

Ogi teaches formation of titanate thin films with organo-metallic precursor 
chemicals. See example 1 for example. Claims 1 and 4-14 are anticipated or obvious 
over the teachings and suggestions of Ogi. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Schindler '025. 

Schindler teaches a composition comprising silane based polymer, titanate 
catalyst and solvent. See paragraph [0047] for alkyl titanate catalyst and example 1 for 
glycol solvent and silane compound. Claims 1-14 are anticipated or at least obvious as 
the relative amounts of material are discretionary based on the desired tackiness.
